GOSSIP OF THE TDBF. 



Memphis, Tenn., December 6.— To the already 
large nnmber of horses in winter quarters at 
Montgo mery Park there has been added the 
strong stable of Ticheuor A Co., in charge of G. 
W. Poole. Of this lot some well known to the 
Memphis public may be mentioned. Caviar, a 
prominent candidate for the Montgomery 
Handicap last spring, which proved to be one of 
the best handicap horses in the west the past 
season, Cambrian, the winner of the Monadnock 
Handicap at Hawthorne, value $5,145 to the 
winner, bsating Advance Guard, John Bright, 
Louisville, Valcain, Jiminez, Bobert Waddell 
and others. In the same stable can be found 
Elsie L.. which has the distinction of being the 
first one to defeat Ed Austin, outside of bis 
stable companion, Abe Frank. They have | 
about fourteen bead in their string and they are | 
the kind that will not have any but good ones. 
They are liberal buyers and will very likely add 
some good two-year-olds to their already for- 
midable siable. 

From rVashington a few days ago came the 
temai oner of Senator O’Briaa’s horses. In the j 
same shipment Charles Mahons sent Louisville, 
Barouche and a two-year-old maiden by Leon- 
atus— Bepsat, half brother to The Conqueror 
II. Mahone went to Lexington to get a bunch 
of yearlings of Mr. McCorkle’s to bring to Mem- 
phis to join the others in winter quarters here. 
Louis Thompson also brought some from Wash- 
ington, Little Gem in his lot. The Memphis 
public may recall the great coup made at 
Sbeepehead Bay this fall with this filly. “Bud” 
May is due here with ten bead from Lexington 
December 7, Never before has Memphis win- 
tered such a grand lot of horses, and with Mr. 
P. Dunne due here about the 1st of January 
with his lot and Mr, McDowell the 1st of Febru- 
ary with his stable of twenty-seven, inclnding 
the great Allan-a-Dale. All the great stables of 
the west are here. But Memphis deserves her 
enccees. A few years ago when every racing 
association in the country was reducing the 
value of their purees and stakes the New Mem- 
phis Jockey Club increased the value of its 
stakss and purses, and even now, with the great 
prosperity of racing in New York and Chicago, 
the Memphis club is sure to bold her own. 

8. C. Hildreth and wife left for Now York last 
night, to be away until about January 1, on ac- 
count of the serious illness of Mr. Frank Taylor, 
his brother-in-law. His horses are turned out 
here and taking a needed rest. Golden Age and 
Gonfalon ware castrated a day or two ago. 
Waring and four or five others were fired. 

The firing iron has been applied to quite a 
number of Mr. Schorr’s older horses, including 
Lady Schorr and Siiverdale. 

The track here is in fine shape, kept so by 
constant attention, and some of the yearling 
trials here are said to be very good indeed, 
quarters in 24 seconds or better. This is very 
fast for this track.

Word comes from the east that jockey Harry 
Michaels practically stands suspended by the 
Jockey Club. He has broken with A. L. Aste, 
who had a contract with him, and he can’t ride 
for anybody until he makes up with Aste. In 
the current issue of the Bacing Calendar the 
authorities give notice to owners and trainers 
that they must not employ or harbor Michaels. 
Thus is the little jockey ineligible to ride for 
anybody. His father, Simon Michaels, haa 
served notice on the Jockey Club and on A. L. 
Aste, who holds a contract with the boy, which 
has nearly three years yet to run, that ho 
(Michaels) considers the contract void, inae- 
mneh as Aste did not fulfil its requirements in 
the matter of monthly payments. Aste denies 
that he has failed in any particular to carry ont 
his agreements, and says that if the payments 
were not made on the first day of each month it 
was because Michaels assured him there was no 
hurry about it. During the latter part of tho 
race meeting at Washington Aste says he read 
many reports criticising the riding of tho 
jockey, and he want there to see how much 
truth there was in the reports. It was after ho 
had made inquiries that he informed the elder 
Michaels that he would not permit the boy to 
go to either New Orleans or San Francisco, as 
he feared that without some one to protect and 
advise him the boy would get into trouble with 
the racing officials, and as be ha conld not laavo 
his business he thought it best to keep the lad 
at the racing stable. Then it was that 
Mr. Michaels made a claim of nonfnlfilmant of 
contract. The stewards of the Jockey Club 
have been asked to decide the case. Meantime 
Michaels is at his father’s home, near Brighton 
Beach.

CHAIRMAN YOUNG’S STATEMENT. 

Statement by Chairman Lawrence A, Yonngt 
of the Western Jockey Club: 

“We have made some reinstatements and will 
pro''ably make more. This will be the policy 
of the Western Jockey Club to those who apply 
in good faith and who expect to remain adhev* 
ents of the Western Jockey Club, We may 
make some mistakes, but, so far as I am ad- 
vised, only one man we heretofore reinstated 
has abnsed the act of restoration by racing 
again on tracks not recognized by the dab. 
We do not look for others to do so, but, of 
course, where it is done there can be no possi- 
bility of a sAcond reinstatement. Such act of 
bad faith will forever bar the party from tbs 
Western Jockey Club.” 

AMENDMENT TO RULE 161. 

Rule 161 has been amended to read as follows : 
Boys who never rode a winner and who have of 
their own free will and with the consent of 
their parents or guardians, bound themselves 
as apprentices to owners or trainers for a term 
of not less than three years by a written instru- 
ment. certified copy of which has been lodged 
with the Stewards of the Western Jockey Club, 
shall be permitted to claim a five-ponnd allow- 
ance in all selling races, excepting selling 
handicaps. They shall be entitled to this allow- 
ance for. one year after being licensed as ap- 
prentices. Allowances under this rule must be 
claimed at the time o' entry, and the owner 
shall not be permitted to waive such allowanoa 
except by consent of the judges.
